his 
campaign for renomination. 
The senator declared former Pres­ 
ident Wilson was "the boy who is 
conducting the campaign in Missouri 
for the other side,” meaning Breck­ 
enridge Long, third assistant secre­ 
tary of state during the Wilson ad­ 
ministration, and the senator's op­ 
ponent in the present race. 
Reed asserted he "drove out th© 
lobby” in Washington and that Wil­ 
son wrote him a 
letter 
thanking 
him. 
“But I suppose he has forgot­ 
ten that letter too,” Reed added, re­ 
ferring to Mr. Wilson’s denial that 
he had written the senator thanking 
him for his activities in behalf of the 
federal reserve bank act. 
Wilson's 
denial was continued in a letter to 
the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat 
in 
which he stated Reed was 'incapable 
of sustained allegiance to any per­ 
son, or cause.” 
Mr. Reed touching on prohibition

Mr. Reed drew applause from his 
audience, estimated at 5,000, in hie 
attack on the present administration 
of which he said:

lahoma and several attempts were 
made to destroy a 
motion picture 
booth in the church which was do­ 
nated and supported by Hamon. The 
last fire in the 
edifice 
occurred 
about two weeks ago and was paid to 
have resulted in damage amounting 
to $500. 
Last Saturday night Rev. Irwin 
was abducted by three unidentified 
men and found after midnight lying 
In a mudhole near Medicine Park, an 
amusement 
resort 
near here, the 
scene 
of a bathing pool 
marriage 
ceremony which 
the 
minister per­ 
formed last summer. The county at­ 
torney launched an investigation into 
the abduction and indicated that he 
would drop it as he had dbtained in­ 
formation s^j^porting the theory that 


pastorate and was quitting the com­ 
munion of the Presbyterian church, 
but that he was not leaving Lawton. 
Several days previous the board of 
sessions, which had supported the 
minister 
throughout, 
announced it
